Mr. Whytock was a rugged rep- 

resentative of that forceful race that 
has helped to maintain British sup- 
remacy and dominates trade and com- 
merce throughout the world. He 
born at Barnhill, Perthshire, in Scot- 
land, June 20th, 1833, son of John 
and Margaret Whytock, and came 
to Canada at an early ‘age, settling 
eventually in Madoc in the early 
sixties. He married Miss Miller, who 
surv iim. From small beginnings, 
his business grew to one of the most 
extensive in the County of Hastings. 
He had a wonderful mind for business 
details, and could ‘‘ work out” prob- 
lems in his head easier than many 
could with pencil and paper. 
He served this village in a public 
capacity faithfully and well for many 
years—first as councillor and after- 
wards as reeve and member of the 
county council. He was never averse 
toa “fight” in municipal politics, and 
many opponents succumbed to his 
popularity at the polls, 

Surviving him are his widow and 
grown up family of ten children— 
James, jr., Charles and Walter of 
Madoc, and David of New Hampshire; 
Mrs, Miller of Toronto, Mrs. Shrigley 
of Peterboro, Mrs. Fox of Prince Ed- 
ward county, Mrs, Alex, MacGregor, 
Mrs. W. J. Hill, and- Miss Martha, of | 
Madoc. -

DIVORCES BY THE MILLION. 


945,625 Issued in the United States 
in Twenty Years. 


The United States Census Bureau 
has published a comprehensive re- 
port on marriage and divorce. The 
investigation of the subject was un- 
dertaken by direction of Congress 
and grew out of a conference in 
Washington between representa- 
tives of various religious denomin- 
ations. The investigation has ex- 
tended over a period of nearly five 
years. 

“Apparently the divorce rate, 
like the velocity of a falling body, 
is constantly increasing,’’ says the 
report, ‘“‘and it is impossible to de- 
termine statistically from available 
data just what the results would be 
i 
lar time remained constant; in 
other words, no statistics bearing 
on this question of the duration of 
marriages terminated by divorce 


ly represent present conditions or 
conditions at any particular period, 
fer the conditions are not static, but 
dynamic.”’ 

The statistics cover a period from 
1887 to the end of 12906 and the to- 
tal number of marriages recorded 
was 12,822,044. The investigation 
showed than in the twenty years 
covered the number of divorces 
granted was 915,625. In the twen- 
ty years from 1867 to 1886 the num- 
ber was about 328,716, hardly more 
than one-third of the number re 


corded in the second twenty years. 
The report says that each succes-

From Bangalore comes the 
strange story of a German recluse | 
named Kaspar Schieffmayer, who 
lived alone in a village near St 
John’s Hill and was found dead in 
his room, having succumbed to a 
neglected attack of bronchitis, | 
says the London Telegraph. 

Mr. Schieffmayer went to India| 
about thirty years ago as a speci-| 
alist in agriculture for the Govern- | 
ment of Madras, but as the climate!

Proceeding to Ban-| 
galore, he purchased over forty | 
acres, and never left his estate 
even temporarily for the rest of his 
life.

His food con 
sisted of milk and eggs and a loaf 
of bread supplied to him daily, and} 
the one coolie whom he employed 
was always sent away before sun- 
set,

his life. His peculiar habits de- 
| veloped to such a pitch that he 
wave u wearing clothes except 
when obliged to wee some rare visi- 
tors as came on business. This ec- 
centric way of life was attributed 
to an early Jove trouble which was 
believed to have turned the unfor- 
tunate agriculturist into a misoga- 
mist and a world hater.

“All the Winners!” 

One gets so accustomed to accepting 
things as they come that very few of 
us, when we take up our favorite pa- 
per at the breakfast-table, think any- 
thing of the number of papers pud- 
lished daily in the world, or of the 
many singular languages in which 
some of them are printed. The Im- 
erial Press Conference, which is now 

cing held in London, calls to mind 
some remarkable newspaper facts. 

The entire number of newspapers 
rrinted all over the world is some- 
where between 5,500 and 6,000, to 
which America contributes 1,500, Ger- 
many 900, and Great Britain 250, In 
Persia they have six periodicals, and 
Austria possesses news-sheets printed 
in no fewer than ten different lan- 
gueges—German, Italian, . French 
Hungarian, Greek, Latin, Polish, Ser- 
vian, Slavic, and Hebrew to be pre- 
cise. The ‘“‘Escuimo Bulletin,” pub- 
lished in the Arctic circle, is an Alus- 
kan paper that appears once a year. | 
It is very “newsy.” 

China, despite its vast population, 
boasts only two dozen “dailies,” but 
among these is the oldest paper in 


the world. This is the “Tsing-Pao,” | - 


or ‘Pekin News,” which was started 
500 years before the Norman Con- 
quest, and is now more than 1,300 
years old. They are careful on the 
‘Tsing-Pao.” In former days, an er- 
ror in printing was punished with 
instant death. — 


Ocean Cables. 

The diameter of the Atlantic cable 
varies according to the depth ot the 
water, the character of the bottom 
on which it lies and the probabilities 
of interference from anchors. It is 
smallest in midocean depths. There 
is little or no movement at the bot- 
tom, and it is important that the 
cable shonld not have great weight. 
A heavy cable in deep water would 
be diffienlt to bring up for repairs if 
such were needed. In the shallower 
water a heavier type of enable is used. 
The types are known as “shore end,” 
“intermediate,” and “deep sea.” 
The diameters of the commercial 
enbles are: Shore end, two and 
three-quarter inches; intermediate, 
one and three-quarter inches; deep

CURIOUS STORY ABOUT THE 


BRITISH MUSEUM, 


Contains Millions of Books and 
Priceless Manuscripts and 


Antiquities. 


There are over 2,000,000 printed 
volumes in the British Museum for 
{which the chief librarian is respon 
sible—the only larger collection is 
the 2,600,000 volumes of the Bibli-| 
theque Nationale of France—not to 


100,000 manuseripts (many of which | 
could not be replaced if stolen or 
destroyed), and a magnificent col- 
lection of prints and drawings. Al- 
together there are eleven depart- 
ments in the British Museum, which 
originated in 1753 with three—name 
ly, printed books, manuscripts, and 
objects of natural history. 
100,000 $15 TICKETS. 

The manner in which the British 
Museum was founded forms a curi- 
ous story. Sir Hans Sloane offer- 
ed to the nation his natural history 
collection, coinw, manuscripts, and 
printed books for $100,000, about 
one-fourth of their estimated value. 
At the same time Parliament was 
reminded that the manuscripts col- 
lected by Robert Harley, Earl of 
Oxford, were still purchasable for 
$50,000, and that no proper build- 
ing had yet ben provided for those 
collected by Sir Robert Cotton, and 
handed over to the nation in 1700 
by his descendant, Sir John Cot- 
ton. 

The Government declared itself 
unable to find money for these pur- 


ed a Bill authorizing a lottery, with 
100,000 $15 tickets, for prizes 
amounting to a total of $1,000,000, 
the balance of $500,000, after de- 
dueting expenses, to be handed to 
Sir Hans Sloane’s Trustees to pur- 
chase the Sloane and Harleian col- 


vest whatever was left to produce 
an income. The 100,000 tickets were 
ail sold, and thus the British Muse- 
um came into existence, 

The present reading-room of the 
British Museum cost $750,000. The 
dome, which is 106 feet in height 
and 140 feet in diameter, is second 
only to the Pantheon at Rome. The 
part of the Musenm devoted to 
printed books contains altogether 
three miles of bookcases, 8 feet 
high. 

One of the most valuable bequests 
ever made to the Museum was that 
of George IV., who, in 1823, pre- 
sented a splendid library that had 
been collected by his father dur- 
ing his long reign at an expense of 
little less than $1,000,000. In the 
opinion of Dr. Fortescue, keeper of 
the printed books in the British 
Museum, this library contains the 
Museum’s greatest treasure, viz., a 
collection made by George Thoma- 
son, a London bookseller, of every 
book published between 1641 and 
1663, in all about 24,000 volumes. 
The magnificent library of the Right 
Hon. Thomas Grenville was also 
bequeathed to the Museum, and 
contains over 20,000 volumes, cost- 
ing upwards of $270,000. 

The value of the antiquities is al- 
most incalculable. Parliament, for 
instance, paid $175,000 for the El-

SHORT BREATH. 


Respiration in health and under 
normal conditions of vest or mod- 
erate exercise is an unconscious act, 
almost as much so as digestion or 
the beating of the heart, but it is 
very easily disturbed, even in 
health, and in certain diseases its 
disturbance is often one of the most 
distressing symptoms. ‘The short 
breath following violent exertion, | 
uch as running or hill-climbing, is 
familiar to every one. It is due to 
the increased call for oxygenation | 
of the blood and the temporary in- 
ability of the heart to pump the 
blood in sufficient 
the lungs. 

When shortness of breath is 
brought about by moderate exer- 
cise or mental excitement, it is due 
to some abnormal condition, such 
as anemia, obesity, a weak heart or 
indigestion. This teifdency is re- 
lieved by attention to the weak 
point, whatever it may be, and a 
judicious system of exercises — a 
sort of modified training. 

Permanent shortness of breath, 
or dyspnoea, as it is technically 
called, is a more serious affair, and 
is usually due to some actual dis- 
ease. What the disease is of which 
this dyspnoea is a symptom can 
often be discovered only by a care- 
ful and thorough medical examin- 
ation of all the organs of the body. 

It is often called asthma, and 
treated at home by inhaling the 
fumes of burning niter paper or 
by some other of the ordinary reme- 
dies. But asthma is a distinct dis- 
ease, although its true nature is 
not yet definitely determined. It 
occurs in paroxysms at night, in the 
intervals of which the breathing is 
generally easy and quiet. Perman- 
ent dyspnoea is another matter, and 
is an indication of something wrong. 

It may be due to a great variety 
of causes, only a few of which can 
be mentioned here. 

Anemia, or poverty of blood, may 
give rise to permanent dyspnoea, 
as well as to shortness of breath on 
exertion. The symptom is a regu- 
lar .accompaniment of diminished 
lung capacity, cither through con-| 
solidation of more or less of the) 
lung tissue in tuberculosis or pneu- 
monia, or through compréssion of 
the lungs by an accumulation of 
fluid or air in the chest.

The 
afterbirth is oftentimes retained 
owing to the fact that the cow has 
been given cold water at the time 
of freshening, or permitted to fresh- 
en in a cold, damp stable, or out in 
the rain when the weather is un- 
favorable. 

When the afterbirth is retained 
it should not be removed by main 


larged liver, or gas in the stomach, 
will produce shortness of breath. 
Short breath in children is com- 
monly the result of obstruction in 
the air-passages, caused by enlarg- 


lar tissue in the pharynx, called 
adenolds, or a swollen condition of 
the mucous membrane in the 
larynx.

This pus is 
execreted from the system to some 
extent from the kidneys, bowels 
and udder, thus rendering the milk 
from a cow that has retained her 
afterbirth unfit for buman food. 

Cows thus afflicted should be giv- 
en a dry, clean, well ventilated box 
stall. A blanket should be placed 
upon them in cold weather. They 
should be given ground oats, bran, 
good clover or alfalfa hay, plenty 
cf water with the chill taken from 
it and such medicine as will have a 
tendency to ripen and expel the af- 
terbirth. The genital organs should 
be washed out with an antiseptic 
solution and in this way a cow which 
has retained her afterbirth will 
soon be put in a strong, healthy, 
profitable condition, whereas if she 
was neglected she would be ruined 
as a profit producer. 


THE HERD HEADER. 


It seems difficult for all to grasp 
the full meaning, in dollars and 
cents, of a good sire in the herd. 
Some having one cow which is 
much better than the others look 
to her to work any improvement 
which may be brought about. 

Where this idea of improvement 
by means of the cow is general any 
interest in the pure-bred sire of 
the best breeding is overlooked. — 

The old maxim that the bull is 
half the herd, though oft repeated, 
fails to come home with its full 
sized force. Failing to recognize 
this truth in breeding accounts for 
the inferior stock noticed in prac- 
tically all selections. 

The cow of high quality and large 
production is a great factor in 
bringing about any desired improyve- 
ment, provided she 1s bred to a 
high-class bull. By using an indif- 
sire on her, practically all 
lost and no adyancement 1s 
brought about. Improving, the 
herd by means of a single cow is, at 
best, a slow process. On the other 
hand the effect of a good bull ts a 
noticeable improvement in all the 
yesulting stock. In ather words he 
counts for half the herd. 

Just as soon as we realize the full. 
sized meaning of the value of good 
will we experience the ad- 


sires, D 
vancement desired in the herds of 


sere 
the merits of the herd on which he 
is to be used, will soon be paid back 
many fold in the improvement 
wrought in the stock. It takes but 
little progeny from even a high-prie- 
ed sire to pay large returns for 
money invested. Reverses in breed- 
ing are common enough even when 
the best sires are used. One can- 
not afford to overlook the neces- 
sity of using only the best sires that 
arc obtainable. 


HARD MILKERS. 


A cow or heifer with a nice, large 
well-developed udder with four 
! good-sized teats placed squarely up- 
jon same, seems like a source of 
‘pleasure, provided they are easy 
\inilkers, but the same sort of a cow 
or heifer being termed as a hard 
|milker is as a rule a cause of an- 
| noyance, especially to these who do 
the milking. : 
Owing to 
‘heifer is a nice easy milker they 
‘are usually milked out clean at each 
| milking. In this way they are en- 
abled to keep up their regular flow 
of milk, while on the other hand it 
they be hard milkers the milker be- 
comes discouraged and impatient, 
and fails to draw out the natural _ 
quantity. The cow or heifer will 
then soon show the effect of this 
by drying up on her milk, In this 
way many a yaluable cow has be- 
come practically worthless as a mill 
producer. ; 
Hard milking in cows or heifers 
can be positively overcome in a. 
short period of time and in a very 
economical way (not by the use of 
the milking tube) but by the use of 
the teat plug. o. : 
The teat should be washed with 
an antiseptic solution, the teat 
plug should be dipped in a like so- 
lution, and in a little ointment and 
passed into the point of the teat; 
being self-retaining it should be 
permitted to remain. in the teat 
from one milking to another, in this — 
manner hard milking can be made 
a thing of the past. — Dr. David 
Roberts. 5

It was first observed by the pro- 
fessor himself and the Prince of 
Monaco, in 1905, in the sub-tropi- 
cal parts of the Atlantic Ocean. 
This warmer layer at or near the 
Poles seems to be encountered at a 
lower height than at the equator. 
Hergesell’s experiments have 
shown that at the greatest alti- 
tudes of which records are avail- 
able it is colder at the equator 
than at the Poles.

TWO BOMBS FLUNG 
AT LORD MINTO. 


Determined Attempt to Assassinate 
Viceroy of India. 


Ahmedabad, British India, Nov. 14. 
—Lord Minto, the Viceroy of India, 
and Lady Minto hada narrow escape 
yesterday from being killed by bombs. 
They were driving through one of the 
streets when, without warning, two 
bombs were thrown at their carriage. 
A dragoon, who was riding alongside, 
spurred forward and with out- 
stretched sabre intercepted the first 
bomb, hurling it some distance awa 
into a sandheap. The second bom 
struck the Viceroy’s jemidar, u native 
Lieutenant, who was holding an 
umbrella oyer Lady Minto, and fell 
harmlessly to the ground.

It is stated.on good authority that 
Mackenzie and Mann, in pursiance of —

“Wats, as men wear them, press 
close about the temples and cut off 
the blood supply to the head. This 
pressure on the ascending arteries, 
diminishing materially the blood 
flow, produces atrophy in the par- 
enchyma of the hair follicles.

After the surplus body 
tissue or fat has been removed she 
will begin to shrink in her produc- 
tion, which, of course, is not pro- 
Aitable for the man that is milking} 
ner. 

There is no objection to feeding 
roughage to a cow immediately af- 
tes she reccives her concentrates 
Most of the concentrates pass into 
the third and fourth stomachs very 
little of it reaching the first sto- 
mach, or the paunch. It is not well 
to water a horse immediately after 
eating, as it tends to move the feed 
from the stomach, but it is not so 
with the cow. 

In some cases salt is added to the 
roughage to make it more palatable. 
This is done particularly with 
roughage that is of inferior qality. 

4 is the general practice of dairy- 
men, however, to add_ salt to the 
grain rather than to the roughage. 
Many feed it entirely separate. 

Milking a cow up to the time of 
calving does not permanently im- 
pair her milking qualities. Tt is| 
apt to affect the lactation immedi- 
ately following such practice. It is 
better to let a cow have from 4 to 
6 week’s rest. She will usually do 
better and last longer under such 
treatment.—Hoard’s Dairyman.

TYPE IN SHEEP. 


In discussing the desirable quali- 
ties of sheep, less is generally said, 
and less importance appears to be 
attached to type than in the case of 
| cattle, hogs, and some other classes 

of stock. There is evidently a wide; 

variation among flock-owners as to 
the class of sheep, in respect of size, 
tc breed, in order to produce prime 
| mutton, and wool of good weight 
and quality. The tendency to give 
preference to size, over quality and 
constitution, is evident in the se- 
lection of sires made by many 
breeders, and we believe that, as a 
rule, this is a mistake. Size, when 
other qualities are equal, is desir- 
able, but unless accompanied by; 
width of chest, breadth of loin, 
masculine appeafance of head and 
neck, strong legs, and thickness 
through the heart, all of which are | 
indications of constitutional vigor, 
the probability of his proving a pre- 
petent sire is slim. As a rule, in 
breeding sheep, as in most classes | 
of stock, the medium-sized sire, | 
strong in the points above mentica- 
ed, is the most successful sire in 
begetting uniformly typical pro- 
geny and improving the character 
of the flock or herd. The quality 
of the fleece is also important, and} 
this should be of uniform texture 
over all ‘parts of the body—fine, 
dense and lustrous, and its handling 
quality such as to give promise of 
desirable weight. As a rule, long 
legs are accompanied by a narrow 
chest, a slim neck and a weak loin, 
indicating hard feeding qualities| 
and late maturity. And these un- 
desirable feeding propensities will, 
to a considerable extent, be impart- 
ed to his progeny; while the medi- 
um-sized ram will be likely to im- 
press his desirable type upon his 
off spring with much certainty, In| 
purchasing a ram, care should be} 
taken to secure a superior animal, 
even if the cost be greater than for 
an average sort, for, as a rule, the 
best is the cheapest, if bought with- 
in reasonable limits as to price.

GREAT SALT LAKES OF RUSSIA 


Vast Territory Containing Many 
Rich Deposits. 


Salt lagoons and lakes are distri- 
buted over most parts of the Rus- 
sian Empire and principally in the 
region of the Black and the Caspi- 
an seas. The production of salt is 
one of the rapidly developing indus- 
tries of the country. In the salt 
lagoons during the dry and warm 
season there may be found the na- 
tural evaporation which is so great 
that from the oversaturated brine 
great quantities of crystals of salt 
are precipitated. These salt la- 
goons, marshes or lakes give annu- 
ally as much as 1,00,000 tons, al- 
though they have been known to 
yield 1,500,000 tons when seasons 
rhave been particularly dry and 
warm.

Britain invented the first Dread- 
nought. She was launched less 
than three years ago, at a cost of 
well over a million pounds.

There 
are many plants that have spines 
only when young, shedding these 
weapons of defence when old enough 
and sufficiently strong to exist with- 
out them.

or spines, on the under part of the 
leaves, to ward off creeping foes, 
such as slugs. 
In a childish way, we have all 
looked at the araucaria, or monkey- 
puzzle tree, and firmly decided that 
the spikes were indeed to ward off} 
simian acrobats. As a matter of 
fact, however, the spikes were there 
for a very different purpose. ‘The 
trunk of the araucaria is composed 
of soft, pithy wood, and the sap 
travels upwards so near the bark 
that, were this covering broken by 
a blow, the tree would “bleed.” 
The spikes, therefore, are to pre- 
vent a possible blow from reaching 
the bark; and as the tree grows, 
and the trunk towards the base 
toughens, so do these basal spikes 
drop off. : 
The most terrible plant defence 
of all is that of the wreath of| 
thorns, a creeper that flourishes in 
the dense jungles of South Ameri- 
ca. -A horse or man struggling
